LOSS OF THE ANGLO INDIA. 

Tho Fukien brought to Hongkong yostor- 
day the scoond‘ofticar und eight seamen o¢ 
the British sailing ship Anglo India— (tat 
the small oonating barque duglo Indian) 
—1549 tons, Captain Cattanach, of Liver- 
pool, which was lost about 20 miles Sonth | 
of Taroaui on tho 6th inet. The accond 
officor mado a statement with regard to the

Jt is very 
likely that the natives got on board, and 
handling naked lights in their careless way, 
sot Gro to her by accident, as sho was very 
inflammable, being well soaked with kero 
sane oil.
